One of the mo.'^t interesting places to 
the sightseer in Pari.s is the siiperb Notre 
Dame cathedral, one of the most noted 
churches in the world. Notre Dame 
was founded in 1163 on the site of a 
church of the fourth century, and has 
frequently been restored. The interior 
of the church is exceedingly grand and in 
many respects is unsurpa.ssed by any 
church in Europe. The Nave consists 
of double aisles cnxsed by a transept, 
.and the vaulting lietween the rows of 
S8venty-five ma.s.sive pillars is 110 feet. 
The church is especially rich in carving 
and shituary, the carving representing 
the “Dust Judgment” and “Burial of 
the Virgin” l»eing very fine. Various 
niches contjiin statues of the Kings of 
France and the Archbishops of Paris. 
The altar where Jfoan d’Arc ]>rayed is 
pointed out to visitors. Notre Dame 
will hold twenty thon.sand people. The 
great bell, mentioned by Victor Hugo, 
weighs sixteen tons, the clapper weigh- 
ing sixteen hundred weight. In the 
treasury of Notre Dame are kept 
the sacred relics, which include 
fragments of the Savior’s crown of 
thorns, a piece of the cross and a nail 
from it. These are not shown except on 
great fete days. The cathedral is open 
to visitors all da}’. Another noted edi- 
fice is the Madeline, or Church of St, 
Mar\’'Magdalene, which was begun in 
the seventeenth century and finally 
completed in 1842, at a total co.st of 
12,600,000. This superb church is of 
clas.sic architecture, the original design 
Ijeing after the Pantheon. This church 
is also very rich in carving and great 
paintings. The carving over the front, 
representing the “Last Judgment” is 
wonderfully impressiv'e, and the bronze

Ferdiuaud Fuhrman drowned 
himself at Toledo. 

Wa.shiugtou, D. C., was the hottest 
cit}’ iu the country, the mercury regis- 
tering 101 degrees. In this city it 
climbed to uiuety-eight, but the rain 
Sunday aud yesterday Ivrought relief 
from the terrible heat.

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A Belated Message From Our 
Minister In Peking Receiv- 
ed In Washington. 

China Appeals to the United States 
Fop a Peaceful Settlement of 
Her Difficulties. 

The Antiwer Made la a Reiteration 

of the Deuiauda Previonaly Made 
By the I. nited Statea Upon 
the Chineae Government. 

Washington, Aug. 12. — The follow- 
ing dispatch communicating addition- 
al message from Minister Conger was 
made public Saturday morning by the 
state department: 

“Canton, Aug. 11. — Secretary of 
State, Washington: Conger, date of 

August 10, Tsinan, answering my 
mes.sage, says that the legations are 
under siege by the imperial soldiery. 
a.he situation is desperate. The losses 
of the legations are 60 killed and 
about 100 wounded. There is some 
sickness, neverthele.ss, the general 
health continues good.” 

He concludes: 

“Whatever may be the outcome, we 
will hold on indefinitely.” 

“Me WADE.” 

It is believed that the date assigned 
this dispatch by the consul refers to 
the file date when the message left 
Tsinan and does not fix the time 
.when it left Peking by courier. 

The following cablegram has been 
received at the navy department from 
Adro. llemey: 

“Che-Foo, Aug. 10. — Bureau of Navi- 
gation, Washington: Taku, Aug. 7. — 

ChatVee telegraphs from front: Sixth, 
Yang Tsun occupied. Casualtie.s 
about sixty in my command. 
Two marines wounded. Manv 
prostrated by heat and fatigue: 
next move yet unknown. General 
commanding English at front tele- 
graphs: 

“Marched from Peitsang nine miles 
toward Y’ang Tsun on right, Russians 
on left. After repeated advance of 
three miles under hot rifle and shell 
fire, our troops carried first line of 
defense. Casualties about 50 killed or 
death from sunstroke. REMEY.” 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 12. — The otfi- 
cial Messenger Saturday published 
the following: 

“The foreign office received a tele- 
gram to-day direct from M. DeGiers, 
the Russian minister at the Chinese 
capital, from Peking. 

The dispatch was evidently taken 
by special courier to Tsi-Nan from 
the capital of Shantung and was 
thence telegraphed August 7 by the 
local yameu. 

“M. DeGiers announces that the 
siege of the legations continues, th» 
besieged still having some provisions 
left. The Chinese government pro- 
poses to transmit the minister’s me- 
sages, and that they leave Peking. 
As the ministers had not sufficient 
guarantee, they replied that they 
must receive the permission of their 
government before leaving the city.” 

The Messenjer then announces 
that the czar’s approval has been 
given for DeGeiers to start for Tien- 
Tsin with his entire staff, and the 
marine guard on condition that the 
existing government at Peking and 
the emperor afford them sure 
guarantee that the journey can be un- 
dertaken without danger. 

At the same time M. DeGiers is ex- 
pected to call attention to the 
heavy responsibility the Chinese gov- 
ernment incur should there be the 
slightest infraction of the violability 
of the persons accompanying them 
to Tien-Tsin. 

Washington, Aug. 13. — Indication? 
of the desire of China for a peaceful 
settlement of her present difficulties 
have been, multiplying for several 
days. Official evidence of that de- 
sire was presented to the department 
of state Sunday. It was in the form 
of an edict promulgated by the em- 
peror, Kwang Hsu, appointing Earl 
Li Hung Chang as envoy-plenipoten- 
tiary to negotiate with the powers 
for an “immediate cessation of hos- 
tilities” pending a solution of thi 
problems which have grown out of 
the anti-foreign uprising in the em- 
pire. Earl Li is to act directly for 
'the emperor and a fair inference is 
that whatever terms of settlement no 
may reach with the powers will be 
approved by the imperial government. 

During the day only one dispatch 
that was made public reached any of 
the government departments from 
China. A belated message from Min- 
ister ^nger was transmitted to the 
war department by Gen. Chaffee. It 
expressed simply his ability to “hoi I 
cn” until Gen. Chaffee should coni'' 
to his relief.- All the power of this 
government will be e.xerted to get 
that relief to him and the other im- 
prisoned legationers at the earliest, 
possible moment. 

Minister Wu was an early 'caller at 
the department of state. lie pre- 
sented to !Mr. Adee a copy of the 
edict which he had received Satur- 
day night. Minister Wu expressed 
the belief that the edict pressented a 
means of peaceful adjustment of the 
pre.sent trouble and that the request 
of the Chinese government for a ces- 
sation of hostilities pending peace ne- 
gotiations that was entirely reason- 
able. 

Later iji the day Secretary Adee, 
by direction of President McKinley, 
presented to Minist-er "Wu for trans- 
migsi on to his government the reply 
of the United States to the imperial 
edict appointing Li Hung Chang en- 
voy to negotiate with the powers for 
a ces^tion of hostilities. The text 
of the reply w'as not made public. In 
effect, however, it is a reiteration of 



the demands previously made by the 
United Stat^ upon China, coupled 
with a vigorous intimation that no 
negotiations will be entertained until 
the Chinese government shall have 
complied with those demands. 

Paris, Aug. 13. — According to di.s- 
patches received from Vice Adin. 
Courrejels, of the French naval com- 
mand, native Christians and mis.sion- 
aries on the line to Hankow, 500 kilo- 
meters from Peking, are in great dan- 
ger, the point being entirely outside 
the sphere of the allied operations 
He has also received bad new’s re- 
garding New Chwang, captured Au- 
gust 4, which as he is advised hat 
since been evacuated. 

According to his advice from the 
French colony in Peking, eight ma- 
rines, one cadet and one customs em- 
ploye have been killed. 

The Pairie publishes the following: 
“The procurer general of the congre- 
gation of the Lazarist missions. Mgr 
Buttembourg, informs us that he ha> 
just been advi.sed by M. Delcasse that, 
according to a dispatch from the 
French consul general at Shanghai 

7.000 Christians have been massacred 
at Pao Ting, east of Peking. No other 
details are at hand.” 

If such startling news has been re- 
ceived by the foreign office it has been 
kejit .secret, as the usual news chan 
nels have not been made acquainted 
with anything of the kind. 

London, Aug. 13. — “The sooner w’e 
can be got out of this the bette»’. 
for it is inconvenient for the Chinese 
government and unsafe for ourselves.’’ 
This is a message received from Sir 
Robert Hart, dated Peking, August 5. 
and .sent in cipher to the Chinese 
maratime customs oflice in London. 

Commenting upon it the Morning 
Post says: “It would seem to indi- 

cate that the Chinese government i; 
anxious for the safety of the foreign- 
ers or at any rate anxious to gei 
them safely out of Peking, while Sir 
Robert Hart evidently expects that 
they will get out sooner or later.” 

.Sheng, director general of railroadL- 
and telegraphs, according to a Shang- 
hai di.spatch to the Standard, ex- 
pre.sses grave fears for the safety of 
the members of the legations when 
the defeated Chinese troops return to 
the capital. 

The Austrian naval commander re- 
ports to Vienna that the allies de- 
cided to rest for three days after the 
taking of Y"ang-Tsun. 

London, Aug. 11. — An edict emanat- 
ing from Peking and authorizing Li 
Hung Chang to negotiate with the 
powers for peace has, it is reported 
from Shanghai under Thursday’s date, 
been received there. 

The correspondents at Yokohama 
again send the statement that a 
Russo-Japanese force is moving on 
Peking from the north. The move- 
ments and number of this force are, 
it is further asserted, kept secret in 
order to prevent the facts from reach- 
ing Peking. 

Bru.ssels, Aug. 11. — The foreign of- 
fice has received the following mes- 
sage, signed by E. De Cartier De 
Marchienne, first secretary of th.j 
Belgian legation at Peking: 

“Shanghai, Aug. 10. — An imperial 
decree names Li Hung Chang min- 
ister plenipotentiary to negotiate 
peace.” 

The foreign office has also received 
from the Belgian minister at Peking 
a dispatch identical with that re- 
ceived by the French foreign office 
from the French minister at Peking, 
M, Pichon, telling of the attempts 
made by the Chine.se to secure the 
foreign ministers acceptance of a Chi- 
nese escort to Tien-Tsin. 

Washington. Aug, 11. — Another mes- 
sage from Minister Conger was re- 
ceived by Chinese Minister Wu at 
12:30 Friday morning. Wu took .t to 
the state department Friday morning, 
where it was translated. It was dated 
August 9, and had been sent from Pe- 
king two daj's before. It was identical 
with the message from t4ie French 
minister at Peking, which was made 
public in Paris Thursday. It says 
that the allied forces must be of suf- 
ficient strength when they reach Pe- 
king to protect 800 foreigners and 

3.000 native Christians, who can not 
b» left to be ma.ssacred. It al.so states 
that the ministers refused to leave 
Peking without instructions from 
their governments. It is probable 
that all ministers sent similar notes 
to their governments. 

The only new features in. Minister 
Conger’s mes.sage from that of M. 
Pichon is the list of American cas- 
ualties. He reports 7 killed and 16 
wounded. Capt. !Myers and Surgeon 
Lippitt, who were among the wound- 
ed, are doing well, 

Canadian L.n\v .Stricter than Ours. 

Montreal, Aug. 10. — II. A. Taylor, 
T. V. Powderly and P. S. Hamlin, 
United States immigration commi.s- 
sioners, are here to confer with th-i 
various railroads for the purpose of 
having immigrants inspected in fu- 
ture in accordance with the law pass- 
ed in the United States during the 
presidency of Grover Cleveland. The 
railroads here maintain that the Ca- 
nadian system is much stricter than 
that in the United States. 

Sentenced to Death. 

Marietta, Ga., Aug. 11.— Sam Robin- 
son, a Negro, charged with criminal 
assault on Mrs. George Inzer, was 
Friday convicted and sentenced to 
hang September 1. He confessed after 
c*on\iction. Two companies of Georgia 
militia guarded him from the mob 
violence on the trip to and from this 
place. He was taken to Atlanta for 
^safe keeping. 

Filipinos Surrender. 

Washington, -\ug. 13. — The war de- 
partment received the following di.s- 
patch from Gen. MacArthur at Manila: 

' “tk)l. Grassa, August 12, in vicinity of 
Tayug, surrendered command to Col. 
T'reeman, 24th United States infantry, 
consisting of one major, six captains, 
six lieutenants, 169 men, 100 rifles an I 
50 bolos.” 



A MEM KILLED. 

The Murderer Arrested and Makes 
a Complete Confession. 



The Diabolical Deed Wa» Deliber- 
ately Planned, the Victim Belns 

an Intimate Friend— On the 
Eve of Hl« MarriaffC. 

Columbus, O., Aug. ll. — When Pan- | 
Handle train No. 8 from the w’est 
pulled into the Union depot shortly 
after 10 o’clock Friday night Charles 
Lane, the express messenger, was 
found dead in the car riddled witli 
bullets. The safe was open and all 
the valuables taken. The murder 
and robbery is supposed to have ta- 
ken place between Milford Center 
and Columbu.s, as no harm had be- 
fallen the e.xpress mes.senger when 
the train stopped there. The mes- 
senger was alone. No one heard the 
.shots. It is supposed the robbers 
jumped off the train as it slowed un 
coining into the Union depot. The 
utmost mystery vesits the affair. Lane 
was about 28 years of age. The of- 
ficials of the Adams JIxpress Co. giv'* 
no statement as to the probable 
amount of money secured by the rob- 
bers, but it is re 2 )orted to be a con- 
siderable sum, 

Columbus, O.. Aug. 13. — Charles R. 
II. Ferrell, a former employe of the 
.Adams Express Co., was arrested Sun- 
day afternoon in this city and has 
confessed to the killing of Messenger 
Charles Lane and the robbery of the 
way safe of the .Adams Exjjress Co. 
on the Pennsylvania eastbound train 
which arrived in this city at midnight 
Friday. One thousand dollars of the 
money which he had stolen was recov- 
ered. Ferrell was to have been mar- 
ried Thursday next to Mi.ss Lillian 
Costlow, the beautiful young daugh- 
ter of Patrick Costlow, an engineer 
on the Penn.sylvania lines. He had 
been discharged from the employ of 
the Adams Express Co. about three 
months ago and had not since been 
able to secure employment. He con- 
fes.sed that the motive of the rob- 
l>ery was to secure money, of which 
he felt in great need on account of 
his approaching marriage. The mon- 
ey recovered he had given to Mi.ss 
Costlow to keep for him, .saying that 
it was money he had saved from hi;i 
earnings. He was at the home of his 
affianced and in her company when 
placed under arrest. 

Ferrell is but 22 years of age an I 
has a splendid physique, being six 
feet In height. He has dark hair 
and an attracting face and was finely 
dressed. When the officers took him 
into custody he assumed a nonchalent 
demeanor but when he found that 
he could no longer deceive the offi- 
cers, he made a full confession. After 
his statement had been taken by Chief 
of Police Tyler and he was led to a 
cell in the police station. 

The confession of Ferrell disclosed 
a premeditated and blood-curdling 
crime that seemed almost impossible 
of belief to tho.«e who looked upon 
the man of gentlemanly and refined 
appearance, who reluctantly told the 
s*ory of the murder and the robbery. 
He .said that he had become desperate 
because of his inability to secure em- 
ployment and a realization of the 
fact that he must have money to pay 
the expen.ses of his approaching mar- 
riage. The robbery had been care- 
fully planned and it included the mur- 
der of Express Me.ssenger Lane. He 
ffiad no accomplices and no confid- 
ants. He knew Lane well. In fact, 
they were friends and he relied upon 
Lane’s confidence to help him exe- 
cute the crime. He knew that consid- 
erable money was always carried by 
the mes.senger on Pennsylvania train 
No. 8 between St. Louis and Colum- 
bus and that he was certain to se- 
cure a large sum if he robbed the way 
safe on that train. 

Having provided himself with a 
Smith & Wesson six shooter, 38 cali- 
ber, he' went to Urbana Fridaj’ morn- 
ing and waited for No. 8. When the 
train arrived there Ferrell went at 
once to the express car and told Lane ! 
that he was out of money and asked 
permi.ssion to ride t® Columbus with 
him. Lane consented, never for a 
moment suspecting the treachery o.f 
his pretended friend. For a short 
time after the train left I’rbana they 
chatted plea.santly. Lane sat in a 
chair in the end of the car with his 
back slightly turned. When Ferrell 
had finally nerved himself for the 
crime, he drew his revolver and step- 
ped up 'belwnd Lane unobserved and 
fired three shots in rapid succession 
into the mes.senger’.s back. Lane roll- 
ed off the chair on the floor on his 
face and Ferrell quickly fired the re- 
maining shots at the prostrate body. 
I^ane was unconscious but Ferrell, 
fearing that the wounds already in- 
flicted would not cause death, took 
Lane’s revolver and fired two more 
bullets from it into the body. Fer- 
rell then took the key to the way 
safe from the pocket of the dead 
messenger and ojiened the safe and 
laid Lane’s revolver inside where he 
could reach it easily in case he was 
detected and needed it to defend him- 
self.

It was a fierce 
and bloody battle while it lasted and 
at times it looked as if Ruhlin wouM 
get the better of the older man but 
Fitz at the proper time would cut 
loose with his fearful body blow 
which finally snuffed out the Ohio 
boxer’s light. 

BRITISH LOSS HEAVY. 

Boers Said to Have Recaptured • 
Number of Places Within the 
Past Few Days. 

London, Aug. 11. — .According to the 
Lorenzo Marques correspondent jf 
the Daily Express, President Kruger, 
in the course of an interview, .said 
that the report that he intended to 
surrender was without foundation. 
He declared that the war would last 
a long time yet. 

“.A Boer bulletin,” continues the 
correspondent, “announces a big bat- 
tle between Lydenburg and Middle- 
burg in which the British had 500 
killed and wounded. It also an- 
nounces the recapture by the bur- 
ghers of Healbron, De Valliersdorn 
and Frankfort.” 

Boer reports by way of Lorenzo 
Marques lately have proved worthy 
of little credence. 

Gen. De Wet’s March .Irrested. 

Pretoria, Aug. 11. — It is said that 
Lord Methuen has arrested Gen. De 
Wet’s march. -All the Boers in tlij 
field credit a rumor circulated by 
their leaders that Lord Roberts is 
dying. Roberts, however, is now in 
excellent health, is displaying won- 
derful energy and rides daily long 
distances. 

A STRANGE VISITOR. 

He Called nt the White House for the 

Purpose of PresentinK the Presi- 
dent With u New Projectile. 

Washington, Aug, 11. — An Italian, 
who gave his name as “Prof,” I'iguc- 
cia, of Felucca, Italy, caused some ex- 
citement at the white house Friday 
by exhibiting a brass projectile, which 
he wished to present to the president. 
He came during the forenoon, accom- 
panied by a Negro, who bore a large 
satchel. When stopped at the front 
door by Usher Mitchell, he presented 
a slip of paper bearing this inscrip- 
tion: 

“Prof. Figuccia presents this pro- 
jectile to the president of the United 
States.” 

He took out of the satchel a very 
heavy projectile and a long wire and 
explained that the pushing of the wire 
through a hole which had been bored 
in the end of the projectile’s nose 
would cause a big explosion. The 
visitor could speak no English, and 
made known his mission by signs. 
After some questioning it was con- 
cluded the Italian was an inventor 
seeking official recognition of his de- 
vice and he was directed to the Italian 
embassy. Later the secret service was 
notified. 

Mr*. Cravenit .\g:ain Defeated. 

San Francisco, Aug. 11. — Mrs. NeN 
ti»; R. Craven has again suffered de- 
feat in her battle for the millions of 
the late Senator James G. Fair. In 
a decision rendered Judge Troutt 
holds that she is not the widow of 
the deceased millionaire and i^ not 
entitled to any allowance from his 
estate. Judge Troutt declared thn 
pencil deeds and the alleged will con- 
veying to Mrs. Craven much of th-3 
late senator’s estate to be forgeries. 

Sqnadronii to Meet. 

Washington, Aug, 11. — Rr. Adm. 
Farquhar will arrive at Bar Harbor 
Septemlier- 2 with the North Atlantic 
squadron to meet Vice Adm. Sir Fred- 
erick Bedford, of the British royal 
na?\v» with the squadron under his 
command. 

Manila a Volcano. 

-San Franci.sco, Aug. 11. — Gen. Wil- 
li.ston, provost marshal of Manila, in 
an interview here, says that city is a 
slumbering volcano, and that a for- 
midable ufirising is likely to occui 
there at anv time. 



CONDITION OF CROPS. 

Report of the Statistician of the De- 
tinrtment of Aarlenlture. 

Fur AoRast. 

Washington, Aug. 11. — The August 
report of the statistician of the de- 
partment of agriculture shows the 
following averages of condition upon 
August 1: Corn, 87.5; spring wheal, 

66.4; oats, 85.0; barley, 71.6; spring 
rye, 71.0; buckwheat, 87.9; potatoes, 
88.2; timothy hay, 79.9. > 

The average condition of corn de- 
clined two points during July and 
on August 1 it was 2.4 points lower 
than at the corresponding date last 
year, but .5 point higher than on Au- 
gust 1, 1898, and 1.3 point above the 
mean of the August averages for the 
last ten years. The conditions in the 
principal state.? are as follows: Ohio 
and Indiana, 98; Illinois, 96; Iowa, 
105; Mis.souri, 99; Kansa.s, 71, and Ne- 
braska, 85. During July there was 
an im])rovement of S points in Ohio: 
9 in Indiana; 4 in Illinoi.s, and 3 in 
Iowa. On the other hand, there was 
a decline of 2 points in Missouri; 8 
in Nebraska, and 22 in Kansas. 

The average condition of spring 
wheat improved 1.2 jmints during 
.luly, but on .August 1 it was 27.2 
points lower than at the correspond- 
ing date last year, 40.1 jjoint lower 
than on .August 1, 1898, and 27.8 poiccs 
below the mean of the -August aver- 
ages for the last 10 yeans. 

The average of oats declined .5 dur- 
ing July and on August 1 it was 5.3 
points lower than at the correspond- 
ing date last year, but .8 point high- 
er than on .August 1, 1898, and 2.7 
points above the mean of the -August 
averages for the last 10 years. 

The proportion of the oat crop of 
last year still in the hands of farm- 
ers is estimated at 6.8 per cent, aj 
compared with 6.9 per cent, of the 
crop of 1898 in farmers’ hands one 
year ago and 6.4 jier cent, of the crop 
of 1897 in farmers’ hands two years 
ago. 

The average conditions of barley 
declined 4.7 points durjng July and 
on -August 1 was 22 points lower than 
at the corresponding date last year, 
7.7 points lower than on -August 1, 
1898, and 13.7 points below the mean 
of -August averages of the last 10 
years. 

The average condition of spring rye 
improved 6.3 points during July, but 
on -August 1 it was 13 points lower 
than at the corresponding date last 
year, 17.7 points lower than on -Au- 
gust 1, 1898, and 10.9 points below 
the mean of the .August averages for 
the- last 10 years. 

Preliminary returns indicate a de- 
crease of about 32,000 acres or 4.8 per 
cent, in the average in buckwheat, 
as compared with last year. The av- 
erage condition of buckwheat is 5.3 
points lower than at the correspond- 
ing date last year and 2.9 points be- 
low the mean of the August averages 
for the last 10 years. 

The average condition of potatoes 
declined 3.1 points during July. On 
August 1 it was 4.8 points lower than 
at the corresponding date last year, 
but 4.3 points higher than on -August 
1, 1898, and 2.2 points above the mean 
of the -August averages for the last 
two years. 

Of the principal sweet potato pro- 
duction states five report an improve- 
ment during .July and six a decline, 
the condition remaining unchanged 
in the other states. 

Preliminary returns indicate a re- 
duction of 5.3 per cent, in the hay 
acreage. Of the 14 states mowing 
1,000,000 acres or upward last J’ear, 
all except California report a re- 
diiced acreage. The condition of tim- 
othy hay is 6.8 points lower than at 
the corresponding date la.st year, 19.4 
points lower than on August 1, 1808, 
and 7.5 points below the mean of the 
-August averages for the last 9 years. 

During July the changes in the con- 
dition of the tobacco crop were al- 
most wholly unfavorable, Virgini.a 
reporting a decline of 20 points; 
North Carolina, 10 points; Pennsyl- 
vania, 6; Missouri, 4; Maryland and 
Tennessee, 2, and Kentucky, 1. In 
Ohio the crop about held its own, and 
in Wi.sconsin there was an improve- 
ment of 10 points. 

Democratic Clubs Meeting ChanRcd. 

New York, Aug. 11. — The quadren- 
nial convention of democratic clubs, 
originally set for September 8 at In- 
dianapoli.s, has been postponed until 
October 3. W. R. Hearst, president 
of the national association, announc- 
ed the postponement and explained 
that it was due to the desire of the 
national leader.s, as well as the state 
leaders of Indiana. Mr. Bryan urged 
that the date be changed and the 
suggestion was approved *by -Adlai E. 
Stevenson.

It Will Probably Be Known the 
Latter End of the Week. 



Tlie Whole Court Will Go to Frank- 
fort to luMpect the Scene of 
the Goebel Murder 
in a Few Daya. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 10.— When 
court convened Thursday morning he 
defendant was attired in a new suit 
of dark clothes, which fit to a nicety. 
He has lost flesh during the long or- 
deal. but does not appear to be as 
much worn by the trial as some of 
the jurors who are showing plainly 
the effect of the strain upon them. 

biirveyor Coolman, who testified 
Wednesday, was allowed to make an 
explanation regarding some of the 
statements made by him and also to 
make some corrections of answ’ers 
which he explained, were made upon 
a misunderstanding of the questions 
put to him. 

The prosecution cross-examined 
Coolman again and his testimony 
went o\er the greater part of the 
ground covered by him on Wednesday, 
The defense had shown by the wit- 
ness that the bullet, if tired from 
the secretary of state’s office, and 
passed through Goebel’s body at the 
range of 1 13-lG inches through the 
body, it would have entered the 
ground near the fountain, and that 
the bullet cut out of the hackberry 
tree could not be the one fired by 
the a.-r.'ussin. The proseeution sought 
to break down this contention and the 
cross-examination strung out at 
great length. 

On cross-examination Coolman ex- 
hibited the profile of the surface of 
the ground over which the bullet 
would have passed. From the corner 
window of the .second floor the fa -1 
per foot would have been over two 
iuclies. The line from the second 
^ory window to the hole in . thj 
hackberry tree would have pass 3 'J 14 
feet five inches above the pavement. 
The elevation of a line from the wi.r- 
dow rf the secretary of states of- 
fice above a nail supposed to indi- 
cate the spot where Senator Goebel 
fell is four feet one inch, 

Tl’.e latter elevation referred to tne 
second window while the elevation 
from the first window would be four 
feet three and one-half inches. Pro.^ 
,7. ,1. Ilueker, Georgetown, said lu: 
went to Frankfort with Engineer 
Coolman on Tuesday', and then he 
made a statement corroborating the 
testimony given by Coolman. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug 11 . — Mrs. 
John Davis, the wife of one of the 
defendants charged with being an ac- 
cessory to the Goebel assassination, 
■was the first ^%itness introduced by 
the defense in the Powers trial Fri- 
day. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Frank- 
lin interposed a formal objection to 
the eligibility of the witness^, but the 
court ruled that she w'as a competent 
w’itness. Powers boarded at her 
house. .John Powers was also there 
January 25. She testified that the lat-> 
ter was ill in his room at her house 
that day, and did not leave his room 
after 11 o'clock that day. This was 
in contradiction of the testimony 
of Uobert Xoaks, who told of an al- 
leged con 4 ersation with John Powers 
at the state house, in which he said 
the latter told him “to stay close to 
the building as something was going 
to happen as soon as Goebel and those 
fellows came down.’’ 

Solomon Wilder, Whitley county, 
testified that Kobt. Xoaks was at Cor- 
bin in March and asked him to tell 
anybody he was in town, as he might 
be arrested in connnection with the 
asassination conspiracy. X'oaks fur- 
ther said he believed Caleb Powers 
innocent. He .said the members of 
the Xoaks militarj' company at Cor- 
bin, instead of being desperate, a.s 
Xcaks had alleged, were mostly good 
men. 

On direct examination Wilder had 
testified that John L. Jones, of the 
Xoaks military comj>any, was a man 
of good character. On cross-examin- 
.ation, he said Jones had twice been 
con\icted of murder and sentenced in 
each case to life imprisonment, but 
was pardoned. 

A telegram .sent by Robt. Xoaks to 
Miss E file niankenship, of Crawfords- 
villc, Ind., was read to the jviry. It 
asked for a return of all of his let- 
ters. The defen.se had undertaken on 
July 21 to prove by X'oaks that he had 
written Miss lllankenship letters in 
which he told her that he had to pre- 
teml to know a great deal to keep 
out of Jail. • 

TItc dcfen.se then asked to be al- 
lowed to offer as evidence the act of 
the legislature appropriating .$100. 000 
for the purpose of aiding in the 
sear»-h for and prosecution of the as- 
Kt.'-sin or assassins of Wni. Goebel. 

The prosecution offered no objec- 
tion and the act was made. 

alter Day, former republican state 
treasurer, testified th.at Youtsey sent 
for him the day before the shooting. 
He we nt to see Youtsey, and the lat- 
ter told him that for $.300 he would 
f'cftle the contest. Witness pressed 
^out^,cy to know how he would ac- 
complish it, but the latter would only 
*<a.v that for that amount he would 
»^ettle it. Witness said to Youtsey: 
‘1 am not that kind of man.” and re- 
fused to confer further with Youtsey 
about it. 

On cross-examination a letter writ- 
ten by Day to Secretary of State Hill 
"as produced. The defense objected 
to it being introduced, and the jury 
"as excluded during argument over it. 

In the letter Daj' states “I will make 

good witness for the commonwealth 
and I want you to go and see Prose- 
outing .attorney Franklin and tell 
him I want to go on the stand and 
fell all I know about the case. The 



letter expresses the opinion that 
Youtsey is the guilty party. The 
court admitted the letter as evidence. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 11.— The de- 
fense in the case of Caleb Powers, 
cx-secretary of state, charged with 
being an accessory before the fact in 
the Goebel assassination rested the 
testimony for that side at 2 o’clock. 
The prosecution introduced sever.'il 
witnesses in rebuttal and have a num- 
ber of others who will be intro- 
duced. 

The jury -will be taken to Frank- 
fort either Monday or Tuesday to 
view’ the scene of the tragedy. The 
jury when It comes to considering 
the evidence will not have to decide 
the question of which side has dealt 
in perjury, but which side has been 
burdened with the largest amount of 
that product, it being concluded that 
perjury has been indulged in in large 
quantities by somebody for the last 
few days during which contradiction 
and impeachment was the leading 
factor and which will possibly keep 
up till the close of the trial. 

Ex-Gov. Brown, leading counsel for 
the defense, said that in his opinion 
the state, had utterly failed to make 
out a case against I’owers and that 
the jury would be compelled to bring 
in a verdict of acquittal. There ari 
few who believe the trial will result 
in a conviction but a majority of peo- 
ple anticipate a hung jury. The law- 
yers for the defense insist they are 
entitled to a conviction but do n."?! 
anticipate the jury’s verdict by giv- 
ing out any statement. 

Georgetown, K 3 ., Aug. 12. — When 
court convened Saturday it was with 
the prospect that the rebuttal evi- 
dence for the prosecution in the Pow- 
ers case would be concluded some 
time during the day. A persistent 
run)or that Youtsey might take the 
stand in rebuttal was denied by peo- 
ple sufficiently clo.se to him to make 
the denial semi-official. W. F. Grayot, 
assistant state auditor, produced the 
books of the state auditor in response 
to a subpoena duces tecum to .show 
what amount of the $ 100,000 reward 
appropriated by the legislature had 
been expended in the search for and 
pro.secutions of those accused of the 
crime. The record showed that in ail 
$5,000 had been drawn. 

Mr. Grayot also produced the rec- 
ord showing that W. H. (’ulton was 
paid his full salary as a clerk in the 
auditor's office for December and part 
of the month of January. This w’as 
done to contradict ex-.\uditor Stone, 
who charged Culton with stealing 
$ 1 , 000 , and who stated that he dis- 
missed Culton and caused Auditor 
Sweeney to refuse to give him a 
clerkship. 

John K. Pflanz, jailer of Jefferson 
county, testified that while W. H. 
Culton was in jail at Louisville in 
Mareh ex-Auditor Stone called at the 
jail and manifested great interest in 
t'ulton's welfare. Stone spoke in the 
highest terms of Culton, and said to 
the witness among other things thar, 
his word "was as good as his bond. 

D. P. Mayhew, of Knox county, said 
he .saw Wharton Golden in the bar- 
bershop at Barboursville just before 
his confession. Golden did not dis- 
play a roll of money and said noth- 
ing a'oout going to get part of the 
revvard. A. L. Keed, an attorney of 
Laurel county, corroborated the 
statement of witnesses, who te.«tified 
Friday, in regard to the statement of 
James Sparks, county attorney of 
Laurel county, on January 28, to the 
effect that Goebel was to be killed 
that day, and that Gov. Taylor would 
pardon the assassin. 

By this time next week the fate of 
C-aleb Powers, the first of the Goebel 
assassin suspects, will be in the hands 
of the jury or will have been decided. 
It was expected Saturday morning 
that all the evidence would be in by 
the close of Saturday afternoon’s 
session, and the jury will doubtless 
be taken to Frankfort Monday for a 
survey of the scene of the crime. 
Tuesday the speechmaking will begin, 
and there are at least five attorneys 
on each side who will want to <be 
heard, but the court has not yet giv- 
I en permission for this number of 
speeches. Powers has stood the long 
strain well, and has shown wonder- 
ful knowledge of the testimony. 
Most of the members of the jury are 
used to out-door life, and some of 
them have almost collapsed 

LARGE STANDING ARMY. 

Gen. .fjoseph Wheeler Says the Only 

Security for Peace 1m to Be Al- 
wnyw Prepared for War. 

Chicago, Aug. 12 . — Gen. Joseph 
Wheeler made a strong plea for the 
standing army in his convocation ad- 
dress at the University of Chicago. 
Tie declared that the most certain 
way to avoid the desolation and the 
horrors of war was to be constantly 
ready with men and arms for every 
emergency; that the only security 
for peace was to be always prepared 
and ready to engage in war. At the 
close of the address Gen. Wheeler 
was cheered by the students, man}' of 
whom are from the southern states, 
and when the university band struck 
up the tune of “Dixie,” the enthusi- 
asm rose to a high pitch. 

Letter From Andree. 

Paris, Aug. 11. — A dispatch from 
Stockholm announces that the 
American consul has received a letter 
from an American, formerly a resi- 
dent of Cleveland, stating he had 
loiyid June 13, in 47 degrees 35 min- 
utes latitude north and 43 degrees 27 
niiutes longitude west, a letter from 
Andree, the aeronaut and explorer, 
nritten on June 2 , 1900, in German. 
The authorities of Sweden are mak- 
ing an effort to get possession of the 
letter.

GRADE CROSSING ACCIDENT. 

Eleven Persons Killed and Eleven 
Otbers Injured While Retarn» 
Ins From a Funeral. 

Slatington, Pa., Aug. 13. — Eleven 
persons were instantly killed and 11 
others, several of whom will die, ■were 
seriously injured in a grade crossing 
accident three miles east of this city 
by a passenger train on the Lehigh 
& New England railroad M’ashing in- 
to an omnibus containing 25 persons. 
•\11 the dead and injured were in th3 
omnibus and but three escaped unin- 
jured. 

The accident occurred about 5 
o’clock. The omnibus, driven by a 
man named Peters, was returning to 
Slatington from a funeral the occu- 
pants had been attending at Cherrys- 
villc. The dead and injured were 
nearly all relatives of Sophia Schoef- 
fer, at whose obsequies they had been 
present. The train was a special and 
consisted of an engine and one car. 
At the point at ■which the collision 
occurred there is a sharp carve in the 
road and the omnibus came along at 
a good rate of spee.d. the occupants 
unconsciuos of any impending danger. 
As the ’bus swung around the curve 
the engine and car came in sight. It 
was too late to stop either the omni- 
bus or the train and as the driver of 
the former whipped up the four 
hor.ses to cross the track ahead of 
the train, the latter crashed into its 
middle. The occupants were thrown 
in all directions, brui.sed and bleedin.,'. 
'fhe 11 dead were killed outright. 
I’hysicians and a special train were 
.sent for and the injured were taken 
to South Bethlehem. 

Xo watchman is employed to warn 
teams or jiedestrians of any approach- 
ing train and those living in the vi- 
cinity state that it is impossible to 
hear an approaching train. 

A peculiar feature of the accident 
was that the horses drawing the ’bus 
escaped unhurt. 



VICTOR EMMANUEL IIL 

The New Kinn; Took the Formal 

CunHtitntional Oath Before the 
l‘arliament Satnrclay^. 

Rome, Aug. 12. — King Victor Em- 
manuel III took the formal constitu- 
tional oath Saturday before parlia- 
irunit. The senate chamber was 
draped with mourning, the benches 
and tribunes being covered with black 
furnishing.s, bordered with silver. The 
chamber was filled with senators and 
deputies, roj’al missions, high offi- 
cials of state and the high diplomatic 
corps. 

The booming of cannon announced 
the departure of the royal party from 
the quirinal. 

All along the route large crowds 
were assembled and gave the new king 
an ovation. He was received on the 
steps of the senate by the committees 
of the chamber of deputies and .sen- 
ate in a pavilion especially erected 
and handsomely decorated. When 
I the cortege entered the senate cham- 
ber the king being accompanied bv 
the duke of Aosta, the count of Tur- 
in and the duke of Genoa, the depu- 
ties and senators aro.se and then be- 
gan a long and exciting scene of en- 
thusiasm. 

His majesty’ later took the oath and 
delivered an address. The weather 
was beautiful. 

NEW LINE OPENED. 

The Fnited Staten and German Em- 
pire ■Wr'lll Soon Be Connected by 
an Atlantic Cable. 

New York, Aug. 12 . — Connection by 
cable between the United States and 
Germany was begun by the laying of 
the short end of the new cable from 
the station of the Commercial CaHle 
Co., near the Oriental hotel, on Coney 
Island, at 6 o’clock wSaturday morning. 

This is the cable for which sanc- 
tions were granted by the president 
of tlie Uniled States and the German 
emperor early last year. It will make 
the second cable connection between 
this country and the Azores, and will 
be the most direct telegraphic line 
to the European continent, only one 
transmission of messages being re- 
quired. 

It is expected that the cable will be 
ready for the transmis.sion of mes- 
sages soon after September 1 . The 
cost of the cable will be .£935,000, or 
near $4,675,000.

RUNNING BAREFOOT. 

rrecantion* t« Be Taken When the 
Children Take Their Bare- 
foot Holiday. 

One of the delights of childhood ia 
that of running barefoot. There seems 
to be an instincL inherited perhaps 
from savage ances'tors, which impels 
a child to throw off the foot-covering 
and walk about ia all the delightful 
freedom of unshod feet. 

Mothers who indulge their children 
in this respect are wise. Man3' of our 
in.s'tiucts ma3" safel3' and even benefi- 
ciall3* be 3'ielded to in moderation; 
and this is one of them. One of our 
“weak spots” is the foot, and we are, 
perhaps, oftener predosposed to colds 
and other maladies b3' dhmp and 
chilled feet than by anything else. 
Whatever tends to toughen the feet, 
therefore, m'akes the individual so 
much the less Liable to disease, sa3'B 
Youth’s Companion. 

Mothers are often perplexed as to 
how far the3* ma3" safely indulge their 
children in this longing for going barcr- 
foot. The3' cannot feel that it is safe 
to let a bo3' or girl run about barefoot 
on wet grass, pla3' ^^■ith bare feet in 
damp sand, or continue, to go out 
without shoes and stockings when a 
cold and wet da3' breaks a hot spell. 
It might not be prudent to let. a child 
begin in this wa3' in the ear^v spring, 
after having been in shoes and stock- 
ings, and perhaps rubbers, all winter. 
But before the summer is^* over all such 
anxiet3' ma3' be put aside. 

Of course there are. certain precau- 
tions that should be taken, for the 
human foot cannot safeh' be neg- 
lected, like the well-protected paws of 
a cat or dog. The child, should not 
be allowed to run about ia the. neigh- 
borhood of bams, blacksmith and. car- 
penter shops, and other places where 
there are likel3' to be nist3- nails, 
splinters of wood, .broken crockery' 
and the like; nor should he go far 
niield over rough ground, where he 
■would probabl3' get stone bruises. 

When first beginning his barefoot 
holiday’ the boy should put on. thin 
socks and light, easy shoes or slippers 
at dusk, and should go footclad. on 
resBly cold. days. After tramping in 
mud and wet his feet should, be. bathed 
in cold w'ater, dried and “socked” as 
soon as he comes in the house. 

A summer of this . freedom from 
shoes, with its toughening of the feet 
and the system in general, will ensiure 
for tlve child a winter practicall3' free 
from the “snuffles” — but he will need 
shoes of a larger size in the autumn.
